of subsidiary silver coin as he may deem 
necessary to mee't the public require- 
ments, and thereafter as public neces- 
sities may demimd. to rccoiu the sil- 
ver dollais into subsidiary coin; and so 
much of any act us fixes u limit to the 
aggregate or subsidiary silver coin out- 
standing and so nine'li ot' any act as di- 
rects e'oinage of any .portion of bullion 
purchased under (he act of July 14, 1SOO, 
into standard silver- dollars is hereby 
repealed.
